No. US 2001/0026251, Hunter et al.; USP 5,990,629, Yamada et al. and USP 6,323,847, 
Kaneko et al.) and that of the instant invention is that said prior art of record does not teach 
a drive circuit of an active matrix type organic EL display panel wherein the current for 
charging a capacitor to a voltage value is generated correspondingly to one of a current pulled 
out from an output pin to a pixel circuit and a current pulled in from said pixel circuit 
to said output pin and the current for initially charging an organic EL element is generated 
correspondingly to one of another current pulled out from said output pin to said pixel circuit and 
another current pulled in form said pixel circuit to said output pin.
